Thaw, mother of Harry K. Thaw, the 
murderer of Stanford AVhlte in 
New- 


York, sailed for home this afternoon 
on the Kaiseriii Augusta Victoria. 


New York, July C.—Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Francis P. Garvan, who 
is conducting the state's case against 
Harry Thaw, indicted for the murder 
of Stanford White, is making every 
effort to obtain a duplicate of the affi- 
davit or statement made by then Miss 
Evelyn Nesbit previous to her mar- 
riage with Thaw. 
Two reasons are 


given for the making of the Nesbit 
affidavit. 
One is that 
the artist's 


model contemplated an action against 
Thaw and the other that the affidavit 
was made by the girl for the purpose 
of exonerating White from 
certain 


charges made 
connecting his 
name 


with hers. The original affidavit has 
been destroyed and Garvan hopes to 
find a duplicate among the corres- 
pondence of White. Counsel for Thaw 
has made a denial that the girl ever 
signed such an affidavit. 


Charles - -Hartnett, private secretary 


of White, will be examined by Gar- 
van. 
Hartnett knows in great detail 


the" personal affairs of his late em- 
ployer. He attended to White's pri- 
vate correspondence 
and paid 
his 


bills. "Every effort was made to get 
Abraham Hummell, the lawyer, to say 
something about the affidavit verter- 
day after his conference with Garvan. 
There is much reason to believe that 
Hummell drew up the affidavit. -Hum- 
mell arrived in the city 
yesterday. 


Immediately after a conference Hum- 
mell left for Saratoga. 


P. L. BergTioff, - who

bodyguard^ says four detective agen- 
cies are in the employ of some one 
representing Thaw's interests, and

hearing on the nature of the defense. 
Should it be developed that the dis- 
trict attorney's office has full infor- 
mation concerning this important doc- 
ument it may keep the defense from 
calling Mrs. Thaw to the stand 
in 


defense of her husband.

Overtures for an Amicable Settlement

Washington, July 
6.—The govern 


ments of Salvador and Guatemala aie 
both making cneituros for 
the ar- 


bitration of their troubles vesulting 
from the alleged activity of Salvador 
iu support of the revolutionaiy move- 
ment against President Cabreia of 
Guatemala, and it is likely that the 
United States will be selected as tiie 
country in which the board of arbitia- 
tioii will meet. The state department 
has been advised of the debire of the 
tv,o countries, which are almost at 
the point of making war against each 
other, to have their ditl'eieuces settled 
by arbitration, and although

wrote in German two farewell lettters 
one to "Tom Mettler, the other to her 
father, Joseph Holz, in Hungary. Tne 
letter to Mettler, translated, reads: 


' "I am tired of living. I have been 


trying to get well, but I don't get any 
better. I can't stand it any longei. I 
am going to jump in the river." 


The other letter read: 
'•Dear Father: I am sorry to bid 


you gocd-by, but 1 must go. I don't 
get well of my injury I wrote -ycu 
about and can stand it no longer. 
I 


am going to drown 
myself in the 


great Mississippi river." 


Leaving these letters where they 


could be found easily, Lcuise must 
have lost courage, for, instead of go- 
ing to the river, she went to tho 
Northside Dispensary and applied for 
medical treatment. She was referred 
to the Central Dispensary. 
After she 


returned home from the dispensaries 
her cousins, Thomas and Eliza Met- 
tler, who had found the letters, callad 
the police and Louise was rushed to 
the hospital. The pump was used 
on general principles.

Norwalk, O., July 6.—In examining 


the recently issued' volume of laws 
passed at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, former Senator Jay F 
Laning of this city, who is in the le- 
gal publication 
business, made the 


astonishing discovery that through an 
omission the office of Township Asses- 
sor is virtually abolished. He left for 
Columbus to lay the matter before 
the proper authorities. 


The error was apparently committed 


in the engrossing of Senate Bill No. 
168. which appears upon pages 171 
and 172 of the session laws. The pur- 
pose of this law was to make the 
terms of township officials conform to 
the recent constitutional amendments. 
Section 1448, before the passage of the 
new bill, provided for the election of 


j one Assessor for each township in the 
' State, and if the township was divid- 
^ ed into two "or more electipn precincts, 
for one assessor for each pr,ecinct in 
which an election was held. This has 
been left out of the new Section 1448 
entirely, and a search of the volume 
fails to disclose anv enactment else- 
where providing for the election of 
these important officials. 


The office is named in 
succeeding 


Section 14ol. giving authority to the 
Trustees to fill all vacancies in town- 
ship offices save their own. the Asses- 
sor being specifically mentioned. Sec- 
• ion 222. of the municipal code, which 
is re-enacted almost in its entirety, 
provides that "all municipal 
officers 


and judges and clerks of police courts 
and assessors" shall be chosen in the 
odd numbered years. But . there is 
absolutely nothing to indicate how 
many assessors shall be named. 


The custom has been to elect one 


from <»ach ward in municipalities. At 


gal method for the valuation and re- 
turn of property no taxes can be col- 
lected. It is hoped that a decision can 
be secured whereby it will be made 
to appear that there is a vacancy in 
the office. This will give power to fill 
the same and thus the matter can be 
tided over until the General Assem- 
bly can meet again in 1908.

entirely upon the office named, while 
it mentions all of the other township 
officials from clerk to constable. It 
may be that the thing is covered else- \ 
where in the statutes, but the experts | 
have been unable to discover it.
